He proposes, instead, to 
meet a committee next Tuesday which 
shall he composed of a representative 
of the machinists, the boilermakers 
and the blacksmiths in the shops at 
Port Wayne, Springfield and Moberly, 
and the chairman of the general com- 
mittee, and at this meeting the wage 
question will be discussed in all it* 


ases. This is Mr. Ramsey's view of 


the situation, as told in a letter from 
Motive Power Superintendent J. B. 
Barnes to Acting Master Mechanic Ed 
Needharn, received this morning. It 
was not just the reply the shopmen 
wanted and expected, but they look 
upon it as showing a disposition on the 
part of Mr* Ramsey to make some con- 
cessions to them, even if he is opposed 
to the schedule proposed by .the men 
in their petition for an increase. 


Except the boiler department, the 


Wabash shops are in operation as 
usual today. A machinist, when asked 
if the men would strike if their de- 
mands were not granted, remarked* 
"We have placed our case in the hands 
of the general committee at Springfield 
and will be governed by instruction 
from that body. Of course^ I cannot 
tell what may happen between now 
and next Tuesday, the date appointed 
for the conference with Mr. Ramsey, 
but I am inclined to the opinion that 
we will not be called out before thai 
date, if we are called out at all."

Ramsey, president of the Wabash rail- 
road and representative of the, Gould 
system, is now in Baltimore, the guest 
of President Loree, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio.

It is expected that the de- 
lay will not be long, for even if the 
Colombian answer is not satisfactory 
the United States government ""^

There are two 
ways open even in case of an adverse 
attitude on the part 
of Colombia, 


namely, either the United States gov-

Nearly sixty years passed 'he- 
ore any statute was enacted to make 
tie clause effective, but eventually 
tie reformatory for boys was estab- 
lished and the results are manifested 
n the increased number of boys and 
oung men it lias saved from a cfdm- 
mial life. Mr. Johnson explained the 
ew indeterminate sentence law and 
•hich h,e said was one of the greatest 
teps in prison reform -ever-taken^ A 
man paroled from prison -with the 


nowledg-e that toe will be sent back 
f he does not do right is more likely

ment in curative science. 


Dr. J- S. Dauriac, an eminent prac- 
itioner of Paris, resorted to surgery 
is a last remedy in a case which. Had 
been given up. fflhe patient, a young 
man of seventeen years, is now In 
rull possession, -of his health, 


While the physician was convinced 


that the intestines could be cleaned 
antisepticolly arid the inflammation 
•hus reduced, lie -would not 'have un- 
lertaken like dangerous operation if 
.he father of the young man had n'ot 
irged it 'and if it Wa'd n'ot been ap- 
parent that lie could live but a lew 
days. 


The fever h'a'd fallowed its course 


for twenty days and the case was 
seen to be hopeless. The father, see- 
ng the hopelessness of his sou's coa- 
lition, urged the physician to •per- 
form, the operation ias a last meas- 
ure, and it was decided to irrider- 
ake it. 
An incisicn !nibout the Ieugt3i of the 


ndex finger was made in the left 
side, about two and a quarter indies 
nside the forward 'and upper iliac 
spine, into the peritoneum. This in- 
cision was just sufficient to allow the 
physician to take ihold of the small 
-.testine and draw it out.

siileld was attached in the perito-

Washing-tony Oct! 28.—Major Gen 


eral Charles Heywood, commandan 
of the United States marine corps, In 
his annual report to the secretary o 
the navy, says it is bis .policy to keep 
the officers and men of his commanc 
in the Philippines only two years am 
a half, .returning them, after such 
service, to this country. He hopes tc 
reduce this term of service to twc 
years, that toeing- as long- <as it is ad 
visahle to keep them in that climate 


During- the past year, while then 


have been practically no demonstra 
tions in tlie Philippines by organized 
insurgents, the marines, says Genera 
Heywood, Slave done excellent -work 
in ridding the island of i-oving bands 
of IatdTon.es. 


The report presents in detail thi 


operations of Major -Waller and his 
courageous band of marines on tlie 
coast -of Southern Samar. 
Major 


Waller is quoted as saying that the 
expeditions early in last Hovemlber in 
the Solioton district were the mos- 
important of the campaign, so far 
as their effe'ot on the insurgents -was 
concerned. A graphic account is giv 
en of the operations of the main, ex 
pedition in the southern district. Tin 
attack -was on, the fortified cliffs and 
caves in the mountains, whdch had 
been reported to he pra'ctically im- 
pregnable. The plan o£ attack "was 
that two shore columns were to unite 
at the enemy's stronghold 'and fci 
[oined there by «. river column, under 
Major-Waller. Concerning the result 
of the atta'sk the report says: 


"On the 17th of November, th 


•Shore column struck the enemy's 
trail, .-which -was ifollo-wed, and 
the 


detachments soon came upon a num- 
ber of bamboo guns. 
Cue of these 


commanding the trail, had the fuse 
Durniiig, and acting -Corporal 'Harry 
Glenn rushed forward and pulled out 
the fuse. The attack of the marines 
was a perfect surprise -and the enemy 
-was completely routed, 30 being 
killed. After driving the insurgents 
from their "position the troops crossed 
the river, scaled the cliffs on the op- 
josite side, 'and destroyed the camps 
there. The enemy fired two volleys 
and then fled. Major Waller says 
that he himself was not in this at- 
tack, being in the river belo-w and 
unable to reach the firing line in 
ime, but -he mentions Captains Por- 


and Bearss as being entitled to 


tlie highest 'credit for the courageous 
nd skillful manner in which they 
routed the enemy in the face <of ap- 
parently insurmountable .Obstacles. 
In order to reach the enemy's posi- 
tion, the troops had to climb the 
:liffs, which rise sheer from the rivei 
:o the height of about 200 feet and 
are honeycombed 
with 
oaves, to 


•which, access is had by means of bam- 
boo ladders, and also by narrow 
edges with 'bamboo hand rails. Tons 


rocks were suspended 
in cages, 


leld in position 
by -vines, and in 


eadiness to be percipitated upon peo- 
ple and boats below. Instant 'destruc- 
ion would have undoubtedly been 
he fate of the boats had they under-

"The effect of the capture of this

CHRISTIAN COALITION. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 27.—The 


five-years meeting of the Society of 
Friends today at their closing ses- 
sion issued the following coll to all 
the Christian churches: 


:To the various Ciiiistian "bodies in 


the United States: 


'Dear Brethren in Christ—We are 


confident in the belief that the con- 
sensus of opinion of the professing 
Christians of our land ia opposed to 
the evils of the liquor traffic, and we 
find a. want of co-operation in prac- 
tical effort to give effect to this op- 
position because none of the proposi- 
tions heretofore rnkde has met the 
approval of the general judgment of 
Christian people. We recognize that 
tihis is the case in our own body and 


beleve it is likewise true of oth- 


ers. As a result, the church exerts 
far less influence than, it should to 
prevent the evils produced by this 
great cause of poverty 
and crime, 


and which, also, is a most serious ob- 
stacle to the spread of the gospel. 


URGE AN EARNEST EFFORT. 
'We are deeply impressed with the 


convention that an earnest 
effort 


should be made to ascertain in what 
way Christians can exert a united 
influenlee in this cause and -by what 
means they may work together. Upon 
what ,pron>sition: ton we obtain 'a 
practical 
agreement? We frankly 


confess that we are not competent to 
solve the problem, but we believe 
that by united inquiry and & prayer- 
ful seeking for divine enlightenment, 
with a. willingness to 'approach, the 
subject with an open mind, the unit- 
ed church may find a way 'by TThicii 
we can serve the cause of Christ and 
the good of mankind in seeking the 
ultimate elimination of this stupend- 
ous evil. We therefore invite the 
governing bodies of the various de- 
nominations 
of Christians in the 


United States to appoint delegates to 
represent them in a conference to be 
held in the city -of Washington to be- 
gin, on the second Wednesday 
"of 


Mailcih, in. the year 1906. The de- 
cisions of this conference should be 
reached only in practical -unanimity 
and therefore it is unnecessary to in- 
dicate any limit to the proposed rep- 
resentation.

SAMOAN CLAIMS CASE. 


KING OSCAR IS ARBITRATO 


UNITED STATES WILL PAY, SU 


MAKES A PROTEST. 


HIGH 
PRINCIPLE 
INVOLVE 


WILL NOT RECOGNIZE RTJLIK 


AS A PRECEDENT. 


Washington, Oct. 22.—An intima 


tion has been received here that Kin 
Oscar, of Sweden, who is acting n 
the arbitrator of the issues between 
the United; States, Germany ant 
Great Britain', growing..out of thi 
Samoan rebellion of 1899, -will de 
eide that the facts presented to him 
in the briefs of counsel, which have 
been pending for nearly ft year, war- 
rants (him in proceeding to assess the 
damages sustained by foreign resi- 
dents of Samoa, as a result of the 
landing of. a conrbined force of Amer- 
ican and 'British sailors and1 marines, 
and: the destruction of property inci- 
dent to the ensuing fight with the 
rebels. 
. 


By the terms of the treaty, under 


which the three powers agreed :to 
submit these claims to arbitration, 
the arbitrator was first to declare 
•whether.or not the Americans and 
British, were at all liable for dam- 
ages, and if so, then ike was to..de- 
termine the amount of that liability. 
He has, it is understood^ concluded 
to decide the first question in the 
affirmative, though 'it is stated .here 
that no .official notice to.that effect 
has yet been conveyed to our gov- 
ernment. 
. . - . - . . . 


"WILL FIX DAMAGES. 


The next step is to fix the amount 


of the damages, iand this must be 
done by King peear .upon the basis 
of the facts now to he presented by 
the representatiyea of the govern- 
ments 
concerned. 
The 
German 


claim's 'are far larger than the others, 
amounting to 8103,918, ;.while the 
American; claims are $77,605 and the 
British, only 36,285. 
There are 


claims of nations not a party to the 
arbitration that may be included in 
.the final judgment, out these are not 
of much consequence. Although the 
total of the claims ds not imposing 
and it is certain from the nature of 
the proof adduced in support of many 
of them -that even that'total will be 
hsavily scaled .down by the.arbitra- 
tor. 


So it is not the amount of money 


involved, in this approaching decision 
of the arbitrator that concerns the 
government of the "United States, but 
rather the enumeration -of a principle 
which, if accepted as a precedent, 
would 
be most unpalatable, and 


would so seriously restrict the as- 
sertion of American rights in foreign 
countries in 
case of revolution or 


rioting jeopardizing the lives and 
property 
of our citizens,. that it 


would amount to the total "With- 
drawal .of protection. 


W±LL NOT BE BOUND. 


This can never be admitted, and so 


it may be positively stated that while 
the United States government wUl 
accept the arbitration loyally and pay 
any damages assessed against it, it 
will 'Utterly r&fuse to fbe bound by 
such, a principle or to recognize it as 
establishing* <a precedent. 
Otherwise 


the United States government could 
be held liable for enormous damages 
in cases where it lands troops upon 
the Isthmus of Panama, resulting 
in a collision with rioters or rebels, 
even though the government is sol- 
emnly bound by treaty to preserve 
free traffic across the -isthmus. For 
it is pointed out that similarly the 
United States was hound by. a treaty 
in the case of Sam'oa to preserve the 
integrity of the titular government 
and it was in the course of an 'effort 
to discharge this duty that the claims 
were originated. If our naval ves- 
sels cannot interfere to preserve life 
and property in the presence of a 
specific treaty, of course they would 
be still more helpless without a 
treaty, and they could Aot laud mar- 
ines in any of the West Indies or 
Central'and South American ports in 
any emergency without risking lia- 
bility for heavy damages. 
These 


considerations will lead to the decli- 
nation to recognize the decision as, a 
precedent, and incidentally to the 
submission of the(next similar case 
to The Hague tribunal in hope of 
another and different decision.

a mighty theme. Its curse indirectly 
affects the whole human race. Every 
man belongs to one of two classes: 
Either he is a blasphemer, and there- 
fore, on account of 
his 
profanity, 


comes directly under the condemna- 
tion of God; or else he belongs to that 
large class whose ears are polluted 
by his profane utterances, in which 
class are some who listen with indif- 
ference or 
contempt, while others 


shudder with horror as they hear th? 
blasphemous mention of the name o£ 


. 


who was his idol. As a great, rough 
brutal porter took the 
coffin out of 


the baggage-car, he. the father, sai.Ji 
to him:

children. Motormen swear 
at 
the 


trucks. 
Engineers swear at their 


fires. Boys swear at their lessons in 
the schoolroom and at their base ball 
bats upon the playground. Merchants 
ewear at their 
clerks. 
Employer, 


under their breath in the store and 
out loud when they are- away from 
the counters, swear at their employ- 
era. Men swear -when they are buy- 
ing goods. Fishermen swear at their 
nooks and lines, and at the fish they 
do not catch. 
Commercial travelers 


swear because the train or the hotel 
meal is late, or because there is no 
water-pitcher in the bedroom. Sail- 
ors swear at the ropes and the winds. 
Farmers swear at the cattle, and tha 
grain and the weather. Men swear 
at the gutter into which they tumble 
and at the wagon wheel which spat- 
ters them with mud. 
Blasphemers 


swear when they are happy; they 
swear when, they are sad. They swear 
at everybody and everything. The 
peculiarity of this habit of profanity 
is that it so permeates the blasphem- 
er's mind and conversation that he 
gets to swear unconsciously. He can 
, swear automatically in the same way 
that the lungs can breathe automat- 
ically, or a child's eyelids can open 
and shut automatically, or as a 
speaker, when he is thinking and 
planning out au address, can walk 
up and down his study automatically. 
It is about time that Christian pul- 
pits should utter their protest against 
the universal evil of Sacrilegious im- 
precation. 


A CRUEL HABIT. 


Profanity is a cruel and a cowardly 


habit, because it shocks the holiest 
feeling and 
pierces the hearts of 


thousands of Christians who are una- 
ble by law to stop this 
awful and 


blood-curdling 
infamy. 
Only 
the 


other day, a telephone girl had ? 
Chicago merchant arrested, and fined 
$20 and costs in the police justice 
court, because the defendant swore $~ 
her over the wires. His defense be - 
fore the justice was that he was hun- 
gry and wanted to order his dinner 
from a neighboring restaurant, ar.fl 
that the girl in the central office of 
the telephone company 
would not 


give him the right connection. But 
when the justice heard 
the young 


girl's statement, that she could not 
make the necessary connection h°- 
cause the lines were 
busy at that 


time, he decided against the defends 
of the Chicago merchant. He saiJ: 
"No man has a right to hurl profar.s 
words at any public servant, whon 
that man or woman is trying to do 
his or her full duty." But Christian 
people cannot as a class stop the pro- 
fane remarks which they hear every 
day from the passers-by upon the dif- 
ferent public thoroughfares, as did 
the Chicago telephone girl. They cai 
not do it by law, because, as a rule, 
the profane oaths which so cruelly 


addressed to them, but to others, with 
whom they are unacquainted. 


• The blasphemer is essentially n cow- 
ard, because he inflicts suffering ra 
persons ivho are powerless to resist 
or retaliate. It's a hard -word, but I 
use thri plain, unvarnished Anglo- 
Saxon word which describes the cow- 
ardly act. 
I want' you swearers to 


realize the extent of 
the 
injuries 


which you are doing against some of 
your fellow-men when you swear in 


how you are cutting and lacerating 
Christian hearts with your 
blood- 


curdling oaths, by 
trying- to 
put 


yourself, if possible, in your Chris- 
tian brother's place, who is com- 
pelled to listen every day to the pub- 
lic utterances of profanity. You can

Now, my sinful brother, you who 


are addicted to the habit of swearing ' 
in public, did you ever stop to think 
that nearly always there are Chris-

mother or wife cr daughter, or you 
love your child? Did you ever stop 
to think that -by your profanity you 
are dishonoring the name of that 
Christ for whom

suit their Christ's name any more 
than they have a right to insult 
your child? 
Ofe, 
my blaspheming 


jrother, I called you a cruel coward. 
I take it all 'back. I tske that state- 
ment back, "because you have sinned. 
thoughtlessly. I cannot believe 'that 
you have deliberately intended, to do 
this cruel thing. In the past you 
have not realised the enormity of 
the injustice which, by the public 
habit of profanity, 
you are doing 


against seme of your 
fellow men. 


You are £0 kind-hearted you would 
not hurt a dog or a cat. 
Surely, 


after this you will cease to use blas- 
phemous words in public 
and not 


further cut and lash into 'tills blee-d- 
mg hearts of your Christian 'brothers 
and sisters with the sharp, merciless 
.inpiety which, has heretofore 
pro- 


ceeded from your profane lips. 


Profanity is not only a cruel, but 


also a very foolish habit. My pro- 
fane ibrother, can you cite me one in- 
stance in all your life when the in- 
dulgence in the habit of swearing 
helped you in the least? 
Bid the 


stone over which you stumbled get 
out of your way arid apologize 'to 
yon because you cursed it? Did the 
winds ever abate when 
you were 


crossing the seas 'because you blas- 
phemed them? 
Did your employes 


ever love you better cr work for you 
harrier because you lost your temper 
find hurled at tlic-m a whole tornado 
cf oaths? Did your horse ever drive 
better because you swore at him until 
you were red in the face? 
Did the 


blcDd stop flowing when you cut 
your finger merely because you made 
the air sulphurous with your 'de- 
nunciatory imprecations? "No," you 
inswer. *'I cannot think of one good 
result tta-t ever came from the evil 
habit of profanity. It is such a fool- 
ish habit that I sometimes wonder 
why God doas not let the sticks and 
the stones and the dumib brutes have 


cut and lacerate their feelings are not power of speech to rebuke me, as 'he 


bsde the long-eared 
beast of 


jurden open his mouth and speak to 
the quick-tempered and unreasonable 
prophet of old. I ought to have bet- 
ber sense." 


A USELESS PROFANATION. 


And yet -this evil habit cf profanity 


would bs absolutely ridiculous and 
ludicrous if it were not so heinous in 
its results. 
We have read how one 


of the kings of old, in order to prova 


he was master of the seas as 


man cursing a stone merely because 
his toe stubbed against it, or swear- 
ing at the axle merely becauss the 
grease ran dry, cr blaspheming- the 
iron head' of a hammer merely be- 
cause he, as a carpenter, was clumsy- 
fhigered 
and hit the end 
of his 


thumb instead of the 
nail in the 


plank? Was ever a sight more ridic- 
ulous, if there was not eternal misery 
in ITS outcome, than :t man standing- 
at the gate of 
an elevated 
depot 


cursing1 the train, and wishing- that 
its platform, wheels and glass win- 
dows and wooden 
seats might be 


consumed in the fires of an inferno, 
merely because he was too lazy to 
jjet up in time for breakfast, to catch 
that elevated express which would 
have landed him at his office in time 
to meet the important business ap- 
pointment? I te)l you there is some- 
thing weak about a man's head who 
will continually swear at everybody 
and everything. There is something 
soft about his brain as well as some- 
thing- very sinful about his heart. 


A MOCKERY OF GOD. 


Profanity is a monstrous habit. It 


either comes from a totally depraved 
heart, because that heart wishes to 
condemn a fellow human being- to 
the awful agonies of an eternal con- 
demnation, or else it teaches the ussrs 
cf profane words to h.ivc an utter 
contempt for the name of Gcd and for 
his commandments. 


Blasphemer, have you ever stopped 


to consider what would be the effect 
of your profane words hy which you 
condemn, your fellow-men, if they 
were literally carried out? Have you 
ever stopped! to consider that when 
you ask God to condemn your fellow- 
men to the infernal regions, you ex- 
press a desire that through all the 
coining ages they will suffer greater 
torture than ever a human victim 
suffered upon the operating table, 
under a surgeon's knife, when an- 
esthetics could not be administered? 
You express a desire that they shall 
be thrown into "the lake of fire and 
brimstone, where the 'beast and the 
false prophet 'are and' shall he tor- 
mented day and night for ever and 
ever." You express a desire by your 
profane oaths to see human •beings 
suffer as Hark Antony and Cleopatra 
commanded them to suffer, -when, -at 
the banquet table, this guilty, merci- 
less twain ordered poison to be ad- 
ministered to their slaves and pris- 
oners, so that they might witness 
their convulsions in the throes of 
an awful death. • 


"But," answers some blasphemer, 


"you know just as well as I that 
there is not one man out cf a thous- 
and who ever means what he says, 
when he blasphemes. 
His profane 


oaths are mere exclamations. ' They 
come from the lip and not from the 
heart." Then, my brother, there is 
only one other deduction which can 
come from the use of this evil habit. 
Either you as a profane man wish to 
condemn your brother to eternal mis- 
ery, or you axe lacking in reverentee 
to God, which is precisely the atti- 
tude condemned in this command- 
ment. Either you despise your fel- 
low-men, or else you despise the name 
of your 
Creator and 
your King. 


There is no other 
outcome to these 


two extremes. 
Either you are cars- 


ing- your fellow-man, or else you are 
mocking your divine Master. 


A HORRIBLE ALTERNATIVE. 
The choice between these two evil 


ispects of profanity recalls the iiici- 
lent. of the two clangers an. English- 
man had to run 
when he went to 


bathe in the Ceylon river. He asked 
his Mohammedan servant if he could 
tell him of one place in all the river 
where he could take a bath and not 
be in danger of being eaten up by tihs 
alligators. 
The 
Cingalese servant 


led him to 'a beautiful pool near the 
estuary. After the Englishman had 
taken his hath, he asked why that 
part of the river was not filled with 
illigators. "Because," answered the 
servant, "this part of the river is 
filled with sharks, and alligators are 
very much afiaid 
of the sharks." 


The Englishman had to face one of 
the two dangers, either alligators or 
sharks. 
The user o£ profane oaths 


must face either the sin of wishing 
to condemn his fellow-men to ever- 
lasting 
suffering, or elss he must 


face the sin of hurling his profane 
condemnations in defiance at his Di- 
vine Master and King.

In all probability 


thsir germs were fostered in the par- 
lois of Christian homes and in the 
weekday schoolrooms, and even 
thf Sunday school rooms, attended by 
Christian children. 
These germs of 


the most horrible of profane oaths 
were once the exclamations and ejac 
ulations and the slang exprassions so 
commonly used by ladies and child 
ran upon our streets. They ara th 
"By Georges," the "By Graciouses,' 
the "By This," and "By Thats," and 
the "By Other Things." 
They ar 


the ejaculations which are used today 
'by many people who consider them- 
selves educated 
and polite nnd re- 


fined. 


Profanity can grow from seeming- 


ly very harmless beginnings. There- 
ton, it is the duty of nil Christian 


tarents not only to refrain from the 
use of such unnecessary and absurd 


xx-1 amadous as those just 
quoted, 


mt they should 
instil into their 


-•hilcrren the right use of the English 
anguage.' The Anglo-Saxon tongue 
s a noble tongue.

A SUICIDAL HABIT, 


Profanity is a suicidal ha'bit, 'be- 
ause it runs directly counter to the 
xpressed commands of God. Albert 
tames once wrote, "There is not in 
he universe more cause for amaze- 
ment than God's forbearance in His 
.ealings with the 'blasphemer." But 
hat God will 
ultimately punish 


hose who take his nams iu vain, 
here is no doubt. The bible distinct- 
y asserts it. 
And thrt God some- 


imes instantly Tmnisb.es the sin of 
dasphemy is also unquestioned. In- 
jdent upon incident can be cited to 
llustrate this fact. 


Some years ago, two English sol- 


diers iu the Chnl'ham. 'barracks gath- 
ered some of. their comrades rJhont 
hem as judges, 
liken these two 


iua.le a \vager. 
Then eatih started 


o iuid cut -who could utter the great- 
st number and the most awful va-

A BLASPHEMER'S DOOM.

Ant! those 
groat trees began to groan and bend 
like; monstrous human Laocoons witli 
their children in the fatal grip af 
a destroying serpent dragging them 
down. Then the heavens became at 
times like great rivers of fire.

mud. 
Evetywhere were the awful, 


terrific exhibitions of a supernatural 


power. Amid this battle scene af 1'ie 
elements a pavty of men were gath- 
ered in a barn but a short distance 
from th? hotil piazza. In that com- 
pany was nn infidel, a blaspheming: 
scoffer. When the conversation turn- 
ed upon the power of God he arose 
and said: -Even in this storm I am 
not nfiaid to defy God." He stepped 
to the bsrii door and raised his arms, 
as he cried:

you dare!" Immediately there was 
a fliish and the blasphemer foil dead. 
Tha God v.'ho had uttered the words 
cf n»y text had heard. 
God in one 


stroke cf the unsheathed swoid of 
lire made that blasphemer answer for 
his crime. 
Oh, my profane brother 


and sister, ns the doom of the blas- 
phemer sooner or later is bouiul to 
come, dare you today 
curse God? 


Dare you longer defy his will? 


I have written this sermon upon 


the 'blasphemer's 
condemnation for 


two purposes. 
The first is, I waii^ 


to make the .blasphemer realise his 
awful danger and by the grace oC 
God to rescue him, if possible, from 
the awful destruction towards which 
he is heading. I want to rescue hint, 
by the grace of God, becfiuss. my 
brother, you will never be emanci- 
pated from this sinful habit of pro- 
fanity unless you seek divine help.

The -best Way is to leave it closed 


altogether. 
With the attention to 


these details, which reverse the cus- 
tomary practice with, anthracite, a 
furn'a'ce m!a.y be run' on bituminous 
coal so as to keep a house entirely 
comfortable. 


To the novice pea'haips the most 


difficult problem, will be in keeping 
th'a fire going all night, but even 
this is easy when one knows liow to 
do it. In ithis 'case the first requisite 
is one or two big lumps of coal, big 
ewougth 'between them to cover com- 
pletely tihe entire surface of tiie fire, 
then slack must be 'heaped higih over 
bhis and beaten or -pressed down into 
as solid a mass as possible. A fire 
thus fixstl will burn from twelve to 
fourteen hours in mosfc cases; The 
product of some coal mines, however, 
burns quicker than that which Is 
dug from other districts and it may 
be necessary, therefore, io dampen 
the top of tiie fuel 
and scatter a 


plentiful supply of ashes over tee 
top. 


The idea, it will be readily seen, 


is to shut off quick drafts, to force 
tihe fire to burn slowly and evenly 
as possible and so cause combustion 
to last ^is long as possible. This 
method c-f "banking- a. fire" is com- 
monly resorted to in countries where 
milder winters and less abundant 
supplies of anthracite make hard 
coal furnaces rare 'and costly. 


At the ssone time it is quite pos- 


sible that trtte housewife will prefer 
to let her fire out every night and so 
rave tilie laibor of banking .and rap- 
ing cut the plentiful supply cf ashe." 
which will have formed by morn- 
ing. 


"With soft coal it is a matter of ft 


few minutes only to get the fire go- 
ing and the kettle boiling for break- 
fast. It kindles nearly ns easily as 
shavings uid the coke of the previ- 
ous fire does not 'have to be removed 
from the fire pot. All that is neces- 
sary is to shake down, the fine aslh 
and malic the new fire upon what re- 
mains. 


With a little judgment one 'having 


a small supply of antharcite availa- 
ble may run his furnace tJiroug-li 
the day and evening with -soft coal, 
and by adding anthracite at niglit 
have a fire in the morning. But with 
no anthracite at all he can, with a 
little more trouble than he is accus- 
tomed to, keep -his house comforta- 
ble with soft coal. 


Hecent experiments ordered by the 


commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing how soft coal and coke combine 
in schoolhouse furnaces have attract- 
ed a great deal of attention. 


The experiments appear to have 


been very satisfactory and the re- 
port states that excellent results are 
obtained by spreading on tha grate 
first a layer of coke, tihen a layer of 
soft coal and then a top layer of coke.

A pair of false hands for quite an- 


other purpose were manufactured by 
a supposed Baltimore .medium, who 
worked them with great success. He 
took a pair of steel ankle .guards, 
such' as used by bicyclists, and to one 
end of each he attached ft biock of 
rubber fitting snugly into the thumb 
of a chamois glove; to the other end 
the four fingers of the same glove, 
similai'ly mounted. .Thus he made 
a pair of clamps whieh^ when, dipped 
into hot water and partly dried, felt 
precisely like a pair of human nands 
if attached .to a person's arm, for in- 
stante. Standing behind his subject 
he grasps the latter by the upper 
•arms to prove that his hands are not 
in use. 
After so doing he substi- 


tutes the heated false fingers for ihia 
own, 'being careful that the counter- 
feit thumbs are on the sid-e nearest 
tKd subject's body. The spring 
each clasp exerts about the same 
pressure as the -normal hand gx^asp. 
Thus the medium's 'hands axe free. 
while the subject still feels confident 
that they axe in their original places. 
The medium now writes messages 
upon a slate on a table alongside, 
whacks the subject on the dheek, 
presses a rubber glove ' -packed with 
ice against nis 'forehead and causes 
various other spirit preuomena.

A papier m'a-dhe 3iand is secreted in 


l>he lower leg 
of the 
medium's 


trousers, which, are made baggy for 
the purpose. This hand is waxed and 
painted. Erom the wrist extends up- 
ward a flesh-colored stocking Ie^. 
This 'hand is fastened to a long elas- 
tic -band, attached to the mediunv's 
waist. Having withdrawn his toe 
from beneath that of the sitter, li!s 
arms begin to jerk and twitch. He 
attributes these spasms to spirit in 
fluence which1 he feels coursing 
through 'his nerves, but they give 
him excuse to knock something from 
the taible wit-h Ihis elbow. He must 
break the chain for a minute to pic-c 
up the troublesome thing, while ap- 
parently grasping for it with (his 
free hiand 'he-pulls the papier maalie 
hJancl down his trouser leg -and deftiy 
fits its wristlet on -his toe. Tuien 
he resumes the "chain" with his 
hand. Presently, toy dint of a deli- 
cate 'high kicking feat beneath tlio 
board, Ihe causes the "spirit hand" to 
dart up here and there, -at the edge 
of the table. Sometimes it plucks at 
your elbows, nnd if the room -be very 
dUrk it glows as a result of a coating 
of phosphorous. This astonishing 
materialization having been complet- 
ed, the medium kicks 
the anklet 


loose and the elastic hand carries the 
hand safely to its hiding place up 
his log. 


Another spirit Hiand is in reality 


the medium's foot exposed half way 
to the ankle by n stocking deprived 
of the toe. Now, n. foot is very like 
a hand in all primary respects, but 
not until we compare our upper and 
lower extremities by placing them 


bewhiskered spirit is the deceased 
grandfather, uncle, father or broth- 
er of nearly every sitter. The blonde 
woman certainly fits some dead one 
in each spectator's family.

Into the hollow case have previously 
been tucked away yards and yards of 
silk gossamer made into a white robe. 
This gossamer silk, more filmy than 
the very filmiest chiffon^

woven at great cost for the express 
purpose. .If only one spook'is to 
materalize at a time only one such 
garment is needed. If two or three 
ars to appear together the necessary 
robes are tucked away in the gas jet 
which, unsuspected of any sinister 
function, protrud-es from the wall in- 
side the cabinet. From this jet the 
gas has been cut off and its pipes 
'can be stuffed with gossamer silk. 


The heads of the dear departed are 


extracted from the. hollow, metallic 
heels of the medium's £&oes. They 
are of rubber, similar material to 
that from wliich toy balloons are 
wrought, -but more skillfully painted.
